Okey Odell, Kenton, Ohio, leader 
of the Onion Wv..kers’ Union, with 
23 members in jail, a deputy sheriff 
cut, several strikers v-ounded and ma- 
chine guns in use by deputies, reit- 
erated his union’s intention to ‘see 
this thing through.” 

Situation on Pacific. 

The general strike threatened by 
workers of the Pacific coast as an 
outgrowth of the union. recognition 
strike by 27,000 coast longshoremen 
loomed more and more menacingly. 
The 3,700 teamsters of San Francisco 
and Oakland served notice’ they 
would strike Thursday unless peace 
seemed near, and at Portland and Se- 
attle, a meeting to formulate strike 
plans was pitied, 

As the special federal board, head- 
ed by Archbishop Edward J. Hanna, 
named to negotiate for peace in the 
strike, met for the first time, Paul 
Scharrenberg, union representative, 
blamed the Harding administration 
for beginning the wage cuts and other 
changes among longshoremen and said 
the ship owners have taken advantage 
of the NRA in their dealings with 
workers. 

“They have forgotten all about the 
‘New  Deal,’”  Scharrenberg said, 
“and as far as the men are concerned 
it is only a raw deal.” 

Minneapolis Progress. 

In Minneapolis, efforts at 
in the truck drivers’ battle for union 
recognition showed progress with 
word that both.unions and employers 
wowld accept a labor board ruling 
that inside workers, as well as truck- 
men themselves, would be classed as 
represented by the union. 

In New York, negotiations to end 
the poultrymen’s strike were ob- 
etructed when the cemmission mer- 
chants objected to the personnel of a 
committee of seven named by the 
“workers to speak for them. 

At Bridgeton, N. J., violence broke 
out among cannery workers picketing 
Seabrook farms. State police were 
called in to disperse several hundred 
workers throwing missiles, halting 
transport of vegetables. Ten were 
under arrest, a policeman gassed him- 
self, 60 deputies swung clubs to con- 
voy trucks. The strike was over 
wage cute.

WORLD BANK RAPS 
GERMAN ACTION 
ON BOND ISSUES 


Protest Sent to Bérlin in 
Interests of American, 
Other Holders of Dawes, 
Young Securities. 


BASEL, Switzerland, July 9.—(P) 
The Bank for International Settlements 


(World Bank), in the midst of mo- 
mentous Anglo-American conversations 
on the pound-dollar ratio, sent a pro- 
test to Germany today seeking to pro- 
tect American and other holders of 
Dawes and Young bonds. 7 

Directors of the bank instructed 
Leon Fraser, its president, to write 
to the German finance minister pro- 
testing the recent moratorium. Fraser 
did so. 

Using as a lever the zecent Anglo- 
German agreement under which Ger- 
many will service bonds heid in Great 
Britain, Fraser emphasized that the 
bonds themselves provide all holders 
shall be treated alike. 

He expressed delight that Germany 
had agreed to pay Britons, because he 
said it indicated the reich could pay 
the others too. Fifty per cent of 
the Dawes loan and 30 per cent of 
the Young loan are held by Ameri- 
cans. 

Harrison Going to Paris. 

George L. Harrison, governor of 
the New York Federal Reserve bank, 
will leave for Paris tomorrow after 
his conversations with Montagu Nor- 
man, governor of the bank of Eng- 
land, on the question of eventual sta- 
bilization of the pound in its relation 
to the dollar. 

(Washington dispatches indicated 
repercussions there as a result of these 
as a result of these stabilization con- 
versations, Senator Thomas, Oklahoma 
democrat, having announced the send- 
ing of a cablegram to Harrison de- 
manding that he cease “meddling” with 
the American monetary system. Simul- 
taneously, the state department denied 
that Harrison was its representative.

A coroner's jury today ordered Joe 
Tucker, 35, negro, held for the slaying 
of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Hughes, 
whose decomposed bodies were found 
near here yesterday. 

Tucker was being held in the New- 
nan, Ga., jail and was not returned 
here for the inquest conducted today 
by T. Sistrunk, justice of the 
peace and acting coroner, 

The bodies of Hughes and his wife, 
aged about 53 and 50. respectively, 
were found by a searching party in 
a swamp after a hunt was organized 
Saturday. 

Mrs. Hughes was last seen alive 
last Monday when she left the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Annie EK. Uhap- 
man. Later her husband went in 
search of her and also disappeared. 
Relatives at first believed the couple 


disappearance was not reported until 
Saturday. 

Dr. R. B. Gilbert said the bodies 
were so badly decomposed the exact 
cause of death could not be determined 
but he found nothing to indicate they 
had been shot. 

Sheriff C. H. Collier expressed the 
opinion Mrs. Hughes was attacked and 
her husband killed when he went to 
her defense. 

Mr, and Mrs. Hughes formerly lived 
in College Park. Ga.

Senator Roberts Urges 
Ratification as Means of 
Controlling Traffic. 


JACKSON, Miss., Jtly 9.—(#)— 
Mississippi will vote tomorrow on 
whether it will throw overboard its 
25-year-old “dry” statutes and legal- 
ize the sale of hard liquor. 

If a majority of the voters who 
cast ballots Tuesday declare in favor 
of statewide prohibition there will be 
no change in the presext state dry 
laws. 

If a majority vote against state- 
wide prohibition, then the May-Rob- 
erts act becomes immediately effective 
and the state liquor commission is to 
advertise at once for bids for whole- 
sale shipments of liquor, which will 
be distributed to state ‘liquor stores 
in those counties where a majority 
of Quesday’s voters favor sale of in- 
toxicating beverages. 

While rallies of dry Peaders have 
been held throughout the state urg- 
ing defeat of ratification, proponents 
of the bill have been doing no active 
campaigning. Senator W. B. Roberts, 
Rosedale, co-author of the act, has 
been issuing a series of statements 
urging ratification of the bill as a 
means of controlling the liquor traf- 
fic, which opponents have retaliated 
with statements declaring that ap-

DIPLOMATS BESIEGE 
BERLIN FOREIGN OFFICE 
BERLIN, July 9.—(#)—An appar- 
ent softening of the nazi attitude to- 
ward her neighbors and the great

Berlin, seeking to know the meaning 
behind the address of Cabinet Min- 
ister Rudolf Hess. 

The official German version that 
this was the greatest peace speech -of 
modern times did ‘not seem to satisfy 
foreign , observers, and _ significance 
was sought behind Hess’ flattery of 
Louis Barthou, the French foreign 
minister, and his lavish compliments 
to the French nation, especially to 
her war veterans. 

The fact that Hess, recently men- 
tioned as possible successor to Franz 
Von Papen as vice chancellor instead 
of Hermann Wilhelm Goering, was 
chosen as spokesman for hazi foreign 
policies also was commented upon as 
having possible internal political sig- 
nificance. 

Address Cancelled. 

A scheduled address by Paul Jos- 
eph Goebbels, minister of prapaganda, 
which was to have been broadcast to 
the world at 3 p. m. today was can- 
celled by German officials, according 
to advices reaching New York. He will 
speak tomorrow night.

Shadow Cast Over Naval 
Plans by Italy’s Refusal 
To Modify Stand. 


LONDON, July 9.—(A)—A friend- 
ly “understanding” between Great 
Britain and France fortifying and 
bringing up to date provisions of che 
Locarno pact, was believed to have 
been reached between Sir John Simon, 
British foreign secretary. and the 
French (foreign minister, Louis 


Barthou. 

While the actual results of the im- 
portant sessions were bound up tight 
in official secrecy, it was understood 
France was warmly assured Great 
Britain has every intention of fulfill- 
ing all her obligations under the Lo- 
carno treaty. 

At the same time a shadow was 
cast over Anglo-French naval con- 
versations by Italy’s refusal to modify 
her announcéd naval construction. 
plans. It was understood that 
Barthou brought this strongly to the 
attention of British officials. 

The French, it was reported, may 
feel unable to pursue extensively 
their preconference discussions § in 
preparation for the 1935 naval parley 
until the full extent of Mussolini’s 
plans is revealed. 

“All the French want to know is 
whether Italy means business,” said 
an informant. “If so, France has no 
alternative but to follow suit. If not, 
then there is a good chance for a 
Franco-Italian understanding.” 

Unofficial sources interpreted re- 
ports concerning the “understandinz” 
between France and Britain to mean 
technical collaboration of British 
armed forces is assured the French, 
in case Belgium ever is invaded. 

All quarters were agreed, however, 
that Barthou had not suggested any 
sort of political pact and that none 


will be discussed. 

Barthou was understood to have 
outlined elaborately France’s needs 
for eastern European security pacts, 
He assured the British theré was no 
ulterior motive in forming such pacts 
and that they were for peace enforce- 
ment purposes only.

BRINGS SHARP RISE

Government’s July 1 Esti- 
mate Indicates Smallest 
Area Under Cultivation 
Since 1905.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—(P)— 
The government’s estimate today that 


only 28,024,000 acres of cotton are 
in cultivation gave the market its 
sharpest price stimulus in months by 
fixing a figure a million acres under 
virtually all- private estimates. 

This, coupled with concern over the 
dry weather in the western section of 
the cotton belt, started a rush of 
buying orders that bftougut early 
gains ef areund $2 a bale. The in- 
crease for thé day averaged approxi- 
mately $1.75. - 

ei Wallace made no formal 
comment but Cully A. Cobb, head 
of the cotton production section, said 
he was “tremendously pleased.” 

Cobb credited both the voluntary 
production control campaign, which 
aimed at limiting cotton acreage this 
year to 23,000,000, and the Bankhead 
compulsory cotton contro] bill with 
“making our effort to curtail pro- 
duction a success in every practical 
sense,” 

Cobb said many farmers, expecting 
passage of the Bankhead bill, had 
joined in the voluntary reduction ef- 
fort in order not to be penalized by 
the compulsory measure. 

Officials said the acreage this year 
was the smallest planted since 1905, 
when 27,110,000 @creas were harvest- 
ed, yielding 10,575,000 bales. 

But the 1905 average yield was 
186.6 lint pounds per acre, as com- 
pared to the average of 173.9 for the 
1928-32 period. 

A 173.9 yield this year would result 
in approximately 10,195,000 bales, or 
265,000 bales Pee the 10,460,251 
bales which may be produced tax free 
under the Bankhead act. 

This law levies a tax of 50 per cent 
of the market value on all cotton pro- 
duced and sold this year in excess 
of the 10,460,251 bales. 

The belief in some quarters that 
acreage reduction would not be enough 
to bring the crop within the limits set 
by the law and that confusion would 
énsué,\has contributed to cotton price 
weakness.

Fritz Gissibl, member of the na- 
tional socializ: party of Germany, 
made the disclosure regarding propa- 
ganda pamphlets, seme ef them at- 
tacking Jews and Masons. He de- 
clared the material was distributed 
by the “Friends of New Germany,” an 
organizafion for which Gissibl is the 
newly appointed middle western lead- 
er. 

The committee also made public tes- 
timony taken at a previous private 
hearing purporting to show that Dr. 
Hans Luther, German ambassador at 
Washington, had arranged free trans- 
portation to Germany for _ several 
American writers because he hoped- 
they would present Germany in a 
favorable light in subsequent articles. 

Gissibl asserted that the “bales of 
propaganda” came from the foreign 
propaganda office in Germany. 

“And that was to be spread in this 
country?” demanded Representatire 
John W. McCormack, of Massachu- 
setts, chairman of the committee. 

“Yes, if you call it that.” 

Not Propaganda, 

What Gissibl called it, he said, 
was not spreading propaganda, but 
“showing the other side of the pic- 
ture, the true side.” 

Hitler, he testified, represented “the 
racial feelings of Germans, no mat- 
ter where they live or where they are 
born.” 

“Do you mean that applies to you 
as an American citizen, if you be 
come one?” asked McCormack. 

“Yes, in a sentimental manner, not 
a political manner.” PC ooges 

“Do you still have this feeling in 
view of happenings of the past week?” 

“Why certainly.” 

No Nazi, He Says. 

Gissibl, who succeeded Heinz Spank- 
noebel as a liaison agent between the 
nazi movement and German organi- 
zations here, stressed that ‘he resigned 
from the national social party in or- 
der to become an American_ citizen. 

Asked when he applied for his first 
citizenship papers, he answered, “this 
morning.’ 

He denied that his resignation, 
which has not yet been accepted, was 
given so he could become a leader in 
the Friends of New Germany.

On this particular occasion, howey- 
er, I heard a drone like qa 10-passen- 
ger plane taking off and something 
sharp—oh, extremely sharp!—hit the 
back of neck. Sudden _ visions of 
Apaches and assassins were dispelled 
as suddenly in the actual presence of a 
rhinoceros beetle on my neck. Those 
of you who have not yet made the 
acquaintance of the rhinoceros beetle 
should be sure to do so at the first 
opportunity. This species is known 
as Dynastes tytyrus, or words to that 
effect. That word Dynastes obvious- 
ly is from the same root form as our 
word dynasty and in the original 
meant simply “ruler.” This big bee- 
tle certainly is just that. Any one 
of ‘em rule me by the simple expedi- 
ent of making a landing field of my 
neck. I cannot say whether my an- 
tagnostic was a male beetle or the fe. 
male, for I pulled it off my neck after 
a severe struggle that Jeft me with 
incipient torticollis and flung it into 
the surrounding darkness. 

I found two others on this occa- 


sion, however, that represented both 
sexes. “This species of beetle is a 
striking example of what is known 
as sexual dimorphism, or different 
forms for each sex. The male. for 
example, is equipped with three horns 
on the front of the tNorax, the middle 
of which is the longest. This median 
horn bends slightly downward, almost 
meeting another horn that is shorter 
but curling upward. These horns are 
reduced to mere tubercles on the lady 
rhinoceros beetle. Or should we say 
the horns of the male represent great- 
ly over-produced tubercles of the fe- 
male?.At any rate, that is the pic- 
ture of the rhinoceros beetle, whose 
inch-and-a-half stout body is an ob- 
ject of admiration wherever it is 
seen, 

The rhinoceros beetle is closely re- 
lated to the Japanese beetle which we 
discussed a few days back. Fortu- 
nately for agriculture, they are not 
common, or they would deforest the 
land. This particular time of the year 
seems to be the swarming time; in a 
few weeks they will have disappeared, 
and our front pee will no longer 
know them o’ nights. Doubtless many 
housewives have swept them off the 
steps, not knowing what they were, 
and being thankful for the length of a 
broom between them and the insect. 
I’ like them everywhere but on my 
neck.

Sympathy. In an effort to break 
the blockade at the port in San 
Francisco, police fought a large 


body of strikers, and in the melee 
two persons were killed and 69 in- 
jured. Unable to quell the riot 
with local police, the governor or- 
dered 2,000 state militiamen to the 
Scene, and now the threat of a gen- 
eral labor strike hangs over San 
Francisco, with prospects of it 
spreading to other cities. 

In a score of other places 
throughout the nation strikes in- 
volving large numbers of workers 
are in progress. It is a case of 
those who had places will not work, 
and they will not permit unem- 
ployed individuals to take their 
places. This ‘dog in the manger” 
attitude retards recovery and puts 
an umMnecessary burden upon a gov- 
ernment that is doing its best to 
relieve distress and reduce unem- 
ployment. 

For every man who goes on 
strike there are several to take his 
job, and it is small wonder that 
men who have been unemployed for 
a long period will brave the ire 
of strikers in order to get on a 
pay roll. 

The new national labor relations 
board has met in Washington to 
map campaigns intended to cope 
with the sporadic employer-labor 
disputes that dot the nation, and it 
is to be hoped that they will be 
able to impress employers with the 
necessity of treating labor as fairly 
as the condition of their business 
will permit. At the same time, 
labor leaders should be impressed 
that the time for labor unions to 
demand higher wages, shorter hours 
and union recognition is when 
financial conditions are good and 
industry is running in high gear 
with an.unfilled demand for more 
workers—not when the country has 
been financially prostrate, and is 
just beginning to recover from the 
worst depression in the history of 
the nation. 

At the present time men should 
be willing to work under reason- 
able conditions and at reasonable 
pay; we are in the midst of an 
emergency that demands full sup- 
port of the men who work as well 
as the men who plan, and the 
worker who goes on strike to se- 
cure some of the demands that have 
been made in the past six months is 
“throwing a monkey wrench” into 
the machinery of progress and re- 
covery, and deserves to be classed 
with the industrialist who en- 
deavors to get “his” through in- 
defensible methods.

deavoring to counteract the style 
set by Mae West, or if he is using 
his medical science for the sole

benefit of the so-called corn-fed 
girl. ‘ 

There can be no doubt that 
thousands of girls risked health, and 
some died, from the use of ill-ad- 
vised methods to secure that slen- 
derness of figure once required by 
Ziegfeld for his show girls, and aft- 
erward taken up and glorified by 
the movies. 

And so, if the female of the spe- 
cies, who is of regulation size, de- 
sires to be more slender; or if those 
who regard themselves of the over- 
stuffed type, desire to get rid of a 
portion of the over-plus, it is well 
that the method used have high 
medical sanction, and under direc- 
tion of a conscientious practitioner. 

In his diet experiment, Dr. Bun- 
desen selected three young ladies 
and put them on a principal. diet 
of skimmed milk and bananas. In 
30 days Alice Joy, who was 12 
pounds overweight, shed 9} pounds; 
Felicia Terry, who was 20 pounds 
too heavy, lost 14 pounds, and Deon 
Craddock got rid of 84 pounds of 
her 21 pounds excess weight. 

It appears that six bananas and 
three glasses of skimmed milk daily 
for the first two weeks was the 
basis of the diet, but as they were 
under medical supervision, other 
foods were given on certain occa- 
sions. 

No doubt publication of the re- 
sults of this experiment will cause 
increased sales of skimmed milk and 
bananas, but the lady who desires 
to try this diet would be wise to 
do so under supervision of the fam- 
ily physician. 


NO LOST LIBERTY. 

Mark Sullivan, who was the 
publicity mouthpiece for the Hoo- 
ver administration, is finding it dif- 
ficult to discover subjects for crit- 
icism of the’ Roosevelt administra- 
tion.

VITAMIN C AND THE TEETH. 

Mothers of today are pretty well in- 
formed about the importance of Vita- 
min D for the expectant and nursing 
mother or for the baby in the first 
year, to insure against rickets and 
to make the baby develop sound teeth 
and disease of the gums is not so 
well kuown. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, who lived 
more than five years in the arctie, 
describes the scurvy thus: 

“The first symptom noted by Ander- 
sen was dizziness op suddenly standing 
up, ‘laziness’ and irritability, prone- 
ess to becoming tired, and loosening 
of the teeth, and a swelling and re- 
cession of the gums, with a dull ache 
in the gums or roots of the teeth. 
The appetite was normal both as to 
quality and kind of food desired... 
Noice had become unable to walk and 
had to be hauled on the sleds. At 
this time the teeth of the men were 
so loose that they could be plucked 
out with the fingers with no effort 
and the gums were of such a cheese- 
like consistency that they were cut, 
with little bleeding, by wooden tooth- 
picks, about as easily as ordinary 
‘American’ cheese would be...” 

The diet on which these men de- 
veloped scurvy consisted of hard 
bread. rice, pea meal, honey, sugar, 
and dried cottage cheese. Even when 
they were at last able to kill some 
fresh meat it did not cure, until 
Stefansson discovered that a little raw 
meat, and especially raw bone mar- 
row, quickly cured the scurvy. 

“In three days of this diet (one- 
half of the meat eaten raw, and some 
raw bone marrow as dessert) both 
men felt as cheerful as normal, and 
instead of the previous disinclination 
to stir there was a desire for activity 
surprising in view of the weakness 
from which they had not yet recov- 
ered. The pain in the joints was 
nearly all gone 4g . in another two 
weeks their teeth were secure and 
the gums hard...” 

The significant fact is that Vitamin 
C prevents and cures scurvy.

DEFLATION WASHINGTON, July 9.—Brain trust stock is now

The short interest is tremendous. 

That is because it is now growing increasingly clear that the 
influence of the college professors is not what it used to be. As 
a matter of fact, it has not been very important (except in the 
AAA) since the early stages of the New Deal. 

But now it has sunk so low that what is left of the brain trust 
in the AAA and elsewhere could certainly be indicted by the new 
securities commission for misrepresentation in selling itself to the 
country. You would naturally belleve from reading the brain trust- 

ers’ speeches and from noting their chest measurement that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt never turned around without consulting them. 

That pose cannot stand in view of the inside stories now coming 
to light as to what happened to them backstage during the closing 


days of congress and since. 

GRAZING _it seems that a rather quiet but effective job was 
- done on them by certain influential democratic con- 

gressmen. One senator, in particular, seems to have played David 

privately to their Goliath. He is the unpublicized new senator from 

Wyoming, Joseph O’Mahoney, lieutenant of General Farley, 

In the first instance, the agriculture department's better think- 
ers wrote out their own grazing bill.

After considerable thought, Mr. Roosevelt disregarded the brain 
trust and signed Mr. O’Mahoney’s bill. | 


SUGAR. There was another unnoticed occasion when the big 
brain boys worked out a scheme for saving the AAA 

amendments. They started to line up their congressional friends 

in favor of tacking these amendments on the sugar bill. 

They realized a majority of congress was possibly opposed to 
increasing AAA authority and the amerdments could not pass alone. 
By attaching them to the political sugar bill, the amendments might 
ride through. es: 

It was good strategy and would have worked except that the 
same Mr. O’Mahoney again took his slingshot from his pocket. 
Said Mr. O’Mahoney in effect: ‘You cannot sour the sugar bill 
with such amendments as these.’”’ He won. 

The result is the AAA amendments. and the agriculture depart- 
ment grazing bill lie today in the same congressional ash heap with 
the Tugwell pure food and dryg bill.

HAND OF PRESS IS SEEN 
IN SPEECH BY HESS 

BERLIN, July 9.—(#)—The plea 
of Rudolph Hess, Hitler’s most trust- 
ec liuetenant, to France and the world 
for peace and understanding was In- 
terpreted today as showing that the 
nazi government is smarting under the 
lashes of unfavorable press comment 
and is dreading the possible conse- 

uences of French Foreign Minister 
Toald Barthou’s European travels. 

Hess’ tone of pleading with the 
French. his wooing of the war veter- 
ans across the border and his even 
giving compliments to Barthou is in 
marked contrast with the attitude of 
the Wilhelmstrasse only two weeks 
ago. 

At that time, it is known, a sug- 
gestion was made by a friendly third 
party that Hitler ought once more 
publicly to proclaim his government 8 
willingness to come to an understand- 
ing with France. 

It was understood that French Am- 


bassador Andre Francoise-Poncet was 


ready to use such pronouncement as 
a lever toward resuming negotiations 
for a bilateral agreement analogous 
to the German Polish pact. 

Hess’ speech indicates the German 
government is now ready to go much 
further in its conciliatory attitude to- 
ward France. 

The reichswehr, it is known here, 
dreads nothing so much as a conflict 
with France, as it is admitted that the 
French forces are superior.

Power Ceases, 

The court, however. agreed that 
both the senate and house have the 
constitutional power to punish anyone 
obstructing legislative processes, but 
the ruling was that this power ceased 
if the offense is not a continuing one, 

Under this interpretation. a witness 
who refused to yield papers wanted 
by a senate committee would he in 
contempt of the senate and might be 
punished by it unless he delivered 
them, destroyed them, or. otherwise 
put it beyond his power to carry out 
the senate summons. 

In the latter event, the offense 
would be completed and the courts 
would be the proper tribunals to pass 
on the case, - 

Associate Justices Groner and Hitz, 
who dissented, saw little merit in the 
opinion of the three other justices. 

“To say at one moment that the 
power exists to punish for failure to 
deliver papers,” the dissent said, “and 
then to say that it is lost if the 
competency of the witness results in 
destruction rather than in deliberate 
withholding, seems to be both in- 
harmonious and absurd.” 

Opinion Reversed. 

The decision today reversed a low- 
er court opinion by Justice Daniel W. 
O'Donoghue, who held the senate had 
the power to try MacCracken. 

Before the senate sentenced Mac- 
Cracken, the episode resulted in a 
game of hide-and-seek between the 
former assistant secretary and Ches- 
ley W. Jurney, senate seargeant at 
arms.

‘UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


FIGHTING INSECT ENEMIES: 
II—Danger to Man and Trees. 
We cannot end danger from insect 
enemies just by “wishing.”’ We must 
work against them, study their habits, 
spend money and time fighting them. 
Yellow fever has been very nearly 
removed from the earth, but it was 
not done without great effort. Brave 
men placed their ees in danger to 
learn whether the disease was spread 
by mosquitoes. When they proved 
that was the case, war was declared 
against the germ-spreading insects. 
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Gypsy moths are enemies of fruit 
trees. 


While the Panama canal was being | 
built, swamps were drained to take 
away mosquito breeding places. Oil 
was poured into pools to kill the 
larvae, or “wigglers,” which came to 
the surface to breathe after hatching 
from mosquito eggs. 

The battle was waged in Mexico 
and South America as well. Tests 


showed that danger came from barrels 
and open tanks in which drinking | 
water was kept. Mosquitoés used the | 
water for breeding. Fish wef, placed 
in the water barrels and (tanks and 
proved so fond of the wigglers that 
they ate them up! 

The battle against yellow fever 
marks one of the great victories of 


mankind. A few cases have been “re- 
ported in recent years from Colombia 
and western Africa; but elsewhere the 
disease seems to have been wiped out 
—thanks to wiping out yellow fever 
mosquitoes. 

In some other fields the battle 
against insect enemies has been 
fought with far less success. Let us 
take, for example, the case of the 
gypsy moth. 

Long ago there were no eye 

moths on this continent; but in 1} 
a Frenchman brought some across 
the Atlantic to make tests in con- 
nection with the raising of silk moths. 
Several gypsy moths escaped from 
their cages, and that gave the breed 
a start. 


The spread of the moths was slow 
at first, but by 1890 they were spoil- 
ing trees—mostly oaks and apple 
trees—in an area of 400 square miles 
around Boston. A million dollars was 
spent by the state of Massachusetts 
in fighting them during the next 10 
years, and it helped a great deal— 
though the insects were not stamped 
out. Since 1 they have invaded 
most of New England, and also have 
done damage in parts of New York, 
New Jersey and Ohio. 


Caterpillars hatched from eggs laid 
by the gypsy moth eat leaves, and 
often kill the tree—for a tree cannot 
live without leaves. Spraying trees 
with arsenate of lead is one of the 
methods used to fight gypsy mothe.

Wheat Processing Tax 
Continued by Wallace 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—(4)— 
Secretary Wallace today proclaimed 
a continuance of the 30-cents-a-bushel 
wheat processing tax and of the 15 
per cent acreage reduction for an- 
other year. 

Both the tax and the acreage reduc- 
tion figure he chose for the next year 
are the same as now in effect. 

Likewise, the same rate of benefit 
payments will be continued for an- 
other year. These are 29 cents a 
bushel and will be made in two in- 
stallments, the first beginning October, 
1934, at the rate of 20 cents per gree 
and the second next year after proof 
of compliance with terms of reduc- 
tion contracts has been submitted. 

Wallace said no reduction would be 
required below the amount of plant- 
ing allowed for harvest in 1934. How- 
ever, he said, determination of the 
exact amount of acreage to be planted 
would be delayed until early next 
month and the acreage might be ex- 
panded above the 85 per cent restric- 
tion.

2—North naturally wants to reach at 
least a small slam and possibly a 
grand slam; hence the convention- 
al five-notrump bid, showing three 
aces and a king of a bid suit. 


3—South naturally is not interested 


in a grand slam. He has already 
supported spades, and _ therefore 
— correctly decides to rebid his 
clubs. 


4—A very fine pass by North, who

South therefore made his second 
safety play on the hand. He led the 
ten of trumps from dummy, and took 
a first-ronnd finesse. Although close 
analysis reveals that this play is not 
absolutely essential. It avoids future 
complications in case there should be 
four trumps in one hand. South is 
willing to give up one club trick, and 
he wishes to do this while he still 
holds complete control of the hand 
wtih a high trump still remaining in 
dummy. Obviously, the lead of the 
ten of clubs held the trick, and the de- 
clarer was able to pick up East’s' 
queen and thus make seven-odd.
